’78 Home Opener Pits Huskers 
Against Visiting Cal-Berkeley 


Rebound, although usually a basketball term, is just what Tom 
Osborne's Nebraska Cornhuskers hope to do this afternoon against 
the University of California-Berkeley Bears, under first year head 
coach Roger Theder. 

Last Saturday night at Birmingham, the Huskers lost to No. 1 
ranked Alabama, 20-3. In that contest, Cornhusker defensive end 
George Andrews was named the ABC-TV Defensive Player of the 
Game for his 19 tackles, including 15 unassisted. 

Offensively, Nebraska was paced by its kicking game, as Billy 
Todd successfully booted a 48-yard field goal and Tim Smith 
punted eight times for 327 yards, an impressive 40.9 average. 

Osborne, now in his sixth year as head coach of the Huskers, is 
46-14-2, for a winning percentage of .758. 

Today's battle is the season opener for Cal, a team that in 1977 
was 7-4 overall and 3-4 in the Pacific 8 (fifth place tie). Last sea- 
son, the Bears beat Tennessee, Air Force, Missouri and San Jose 
State in nonleague play, and also beat arch rival Southern Califor- 
nia in Pac 8 action. 

Cal returns 39 lettermen, 20 on offense and 19 on defense, and 
13 starters, five on offense and eight on defense. 

The Blue and Gold offensive leaders in 1978 are seniors, quar- 
terback Gary Graumann and guard Duke Leffler, junior fullback 
Paul Jones and sophomore wide receiver Floyd Eddings. 

Defensively, the Bears are paced by senior end Ralph DeLoach. 
In 1977 DeLoach earned first team All Pac 8 honors and third team 
All American mention. 

Although new as Cal’s coach, Theder is very familiar with the 
Bears’ system. For the last six years, he has been the offensive 
coordinator at Cal-Berkeley. 

This afternoon's clash is the first meeting between Nebraska 
and California-Berkeley.

Computer manages 
buildings’ energy 


The goal of fuel conservation has encouraged the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln to invest in a new 
computerized energy management system. 

Although using a computer to turn heating and 
cooling fans on and off in campus buildings has been 
used in 16 campus buildings since 1969, the new Op- 
timal Start Time program allows fans to be turned on 
and off in different buildings at different times. 

“If Building A needs an hour to warm to the re- 
quired temperatures and Building B only 15 minutes 
to reach the same temperature, why run the fan in 
Building B the extra 45 minutes and waste that much 
energy?” asks Jim Hines, UNL energy conservation 
officer. 

That question—why treat all buildings the same 
when they have different heating and cooling 
requirements—is the premise of UNL’s Optimal Start 
Time program, which was made possible by the new 
computer’s capacity. 

With a yearly energy bill which Hines estimates at 
about $3.4 million, UNL has good reason to be con- 
cerned about its energy efficiency. Housed at the 
Physical Plant at 1700 Y St., the new computer system 
cost $156,000 and uses a great deal of the equipment 
already in campus buildings installed in 1969 at a cost 
of $500,000. 

Ideally, if energy prices remained constant, the 
system would pay for itself in three to four years in 
reduced energy costs, according to Hines. Because 
energy costs continue to climb, however, it is likely 
that UNL energy bills could still take the same 
number of dollars. 

“Yet without the energy saving measures now 
being taken, the cost would be even higher,” Hines 
said. 

“Computerization is the most effective way to 
monitor the University’s 100-plus buildings,’ Hines 
said. 

With 14 buildings now hooked to the new com- 
puter, the University hopes to periodically appropri- 
ate money to add more buildings to the system.

College of the Day: Architecture 


Serving humanity an architect’s goal 


“In essence we're trying to turn out 
very competent and understanding 
architects as well as sympathetic and 
appreciative human beings.”’ 

University of Nebraska-Lincoln ar- 
chitecture professor Jim Porter has 
seen that goal evolve during his 30 
years in the profession, ‘‘The quality 
of students has improved tremen- 
dously. They are much more intelli- 
gent, capable. Their design potential, 
academic background and analytical 
reasoning are getting better each year. 

“IT think my major criticism of a 
generation ago was its narrow focus 
on professional talents and skills. 
Now our curriculum provides a more 
well-rounded education. Profession- 
ally it should improve our students’ 
capacity to serve humanity.” 

Soon after earning his Bachelor of 
Science degree, Porter joined the staff 
at UNL, in 1948. He concentrates his 
enthusiasm on teaching, with occa- 
sional structural design consulting. 
He maintains a limited professional 
practive covering a “wide variety of 
small projects.” 

At UNL architecture education in- 
cludes lectures, projects and research, 
Porter says the students bring together

basic skills and theories into a context 
of a design in their studio work. 
“Some students have a rather fixed 
philosophy rather early,’’ he says, 
“You can try to change that by exam- 
ple, by illustration, by criticism. In- 


stead of crystallizing those ideas so 
early, we try to expose them to a vari- 
ety of options.” 

Students also have opportunities to 
pick up ideas on an international 
level. This year they may spend a term 
in London, or participate in a program 
in Guadalajara, Mexico. 

Often Porter encourages individu- 
als to pursue some detailed aspect of 
study in a special projects course. 
Many have chosen projects dealing 
with wind, tidal and solar energy. 

Underlying all architectural study, 
he says, remains a very strongly em- 
phasized artistic perspective. Porter 
says it’s a sign of traditional training 
and not any dismissal of the practical 
aspects of design. 

Porter says architecture is no longer 
a one-man operation, “Most buildings 
are a group effort, each contributing 
according to his expertise. There's 
plenty of room for generalists and 
specialists, the experienced and the 
relatively inexperienced. 

“One of our major emphases is the 
studio experience which we think 
will give students a complete experi- 
ence ... research, analysis, program- 
ming, synthesis and presentation.

College of the Day: Architecture

Young designers in the University 
of Nebraska-Lincoln College of Ar- 
chitecture are discovering ways to 
make it easier for everyone to move in, 
around and through their daily envi- 
ronment. To do it they are eliminating 
pesky barriers which can handicap 
anyone. 

In ‘participatory design,” students 
literally follow in someone else’s 
tracks. They learn what that person 
wants and needs from the space in 
which he works and lives. 

This spring, twelve young design- 
ers made tracks around Lincoln, dis- 
covering for themselves how they can 
be ‘‘environmentally handicapped” 
by narrow passages, steps and back- 
door entrances, 

First, class members read up on the 
problems of inaccessible buildings 
and travel ways. Feeling fairly sure 
they knew what they were getting 
into, they set out via wheelchairs for 
some first-hand experience. 

Within about a half a block of cam- 
pus almost everyone began having 
doubts. Professor Jay Garrott, project 
supervisor, said most of the students 
“felt very inadequate.’’ They found 
out they didn’t know as much as they 
thought they did about barriers, not 
just the physical ones like the icy curb 
cuts, but the social and psychological 
barriers that draw attention to dis- 
abilities. 

The experience gave students a new 
perspective on their major assign- 
ment, which was to develop 
guidelines and a design for residences 
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for people with physical disabilities. 
In the future they hope contractors 
and architects will be able to use their 
program to create barrier-free struc- 
tures. 

Garrott said clients are becoming 
more interested in the welfare of the 
people who use their buildings, about 
whether or not offices are pleasant, 
efficient and match the capabilities of 
employees. They are also aware of 
lower insurance liabilities for accessi- 
ble buildings. 

Then too, he said, federal regula- 
tions have prompted clients and ar- 
chitects alike to consider new styles 
and approaches to design. Students 
found that if considered from day one, 
the extra construction costs could be 
held to between one half and three per 
cent. 

Before they ever sat down at the 
drawing board, the design students 
painstakingly collected all the facts 
available about each room in their 
model residence. Recalling their 
wheelchair perspectives they consid- 
ered what activities would take place 
in each room, as well as what social 
and psychological atmospheres 
would be suitable to the activities. 

Garrott said that if the architect 
considers what a clienttuser wants 
and needs when he first works out his 
sketches, he has a much better chance 
of pleasing the customer. 

“It’s all a part of teaching students 
about the aspects of accountability,” 
Garrott said, ‘‘We can’t just pull out a 
“cookbook” anymore and expect to 
pick out a ramp or a passageway that 
will meet some regulation. We need to 
begin to design barrier-free buildings 
the first time around.”’

With officials of Region V Mental 
Retardation Services, the design stu- 
dents developed a plan to do just that. 
Together they created a prototype for 
a culturally normative residence for 
disabled individuals. 

Published this spring, the plan may 
become the resource book for Nebras- 
kans who are constructing barrier-free 
residences. 

In the meantime, Garrott’s design 
class has taken up a new participatory 
design assignment. This fall students 
are assisting the officials of the 
Omaha Children’s Museum in plan- 
ning future exhibits. 

This class is an example of the vari- 
ety of special studio projects offered 
students in the College of Architec- 
ture. Nearly 430 undergraduates and 
270 graduate students enrolled this 
fall as architecture majors, a five per 
cent increase over last year. 

Four buildings house the three de- 
partments of: Architecture, Commu- 
nity and Regional Planning and the 
Community Resource and Research 
Center. The staff numbers 35. 

Dean W. Cecil Steward notes that 
this fall, for the first time, the college 
is participating in a professor ex- 
change program. Al Quick will trade 
six weeks with an instructor from the 
College of Technology in Dublin, Ire- 
land. Dean Steward says the swap is 
arranged so that the visiting professor 
can step right into the ongoing design 
program, 

Also new to the college is a first 
year UNL Teaching Council grant, a 
pilot award announced last spring. 
With it, professors Thomas Laging 
and Frances Crabill are co-directing a 
study of creative teaching methods.
